Time was, not too long ago, when the shores Clear Lake, 
Lake County, California, swarmed with astictopus, gnat 
which infamously had acquired the name the place plagued. 
liberation came the area September and 16, 1949, 
when some 14,000 gallons new larvicide known TDE were 


applied systematically the expansive waters the 42,000-acre 
lake. surveys have revealed miraculous reduction 
the once omnipresent pest. The operation, together with 
the research which contributed its success, considered one 
the most unique ever conducted the field applied entomology. 


The Clear Lake gnat, technically known Chao- 
astictopus Dyar and Shannon, though non- 
insect, has for many years been the cause 
discomfort residents and tourists along the 
shores Clear Lake. Since the economy this Lake 
area large part based recreational 
the matter has been one unusual con- 
The annoyance was caused the presence the 
astronomical numbers and its attraction 
lights. 

has been difficult evaluate clearly the public 
aspects the problem. There was considerable 
however, based clinical observations 
physicians, indicating that the unsual incidence 
individuals suffering from allergens could corre- 
with the seasonal abundance and distribution 
the gnat population.

tine, make further studies the biology and 
the gnat. Mr. Lindquist was placed charge 
these studies, and, subsequently, under his technical 
direction, the control project was conceived, planned 
and executed. 

Between 1938 and 1942 much basic information was 
obtained with regard the gnat, well other aquatic 
fauna. All control measures showing promise were 
explored. These included numerous mechanical and 
chemical agents directed toward the various stages 
the life large scale control project was under- 
taken, however, and with the onset World War 
the work was discontinued. 


Value New Insecticides Observed 


Following the war series laboratory and field 
tests conducted the Bureau Entomology and 
Plant Quarantine clearly demonstrated the value 
certain the newly developed chlorinated 
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insecticides controlling gnat larvae. 1948 experi- 
mental work had progressed the point where 
appeared that high degree control could obtained 
Clear Lake with TDE [1,1 bis 
larvicidal treatment, still without 
endangering the fish. The California Division Fish 
and Game studied the effect the treatment fish 
during these preliminary tests. 


Pilot Tests

experiment was considered success, except that few 
fish were killed, probably because improper disper- 
sion the material the water. check this point, 
second test was run 1948 another small lake. The 
ratio TDE was changed 75,000,000. this test 
complete control the gnat larvae was achieved with- 
out apparent harmful effects the fish. 

February, 1948, the Lake County Mosquito 
Abatement District was organized. Through 
medium tax funds were procured provide for the 
control mosquitoes well undertake full- 

gnat control project. 

June 17, 1949, Governor Warren approved 
Assembly Bill No. 3102, which amended the State 
Health and Safety Code and provided for the allocation 
certain vector mosquito control subvention funds 
agencies undertaking the control gnats which 
adversely affect the public health. Accordingly, the 
State Department Public Health through the Bureau 
Vector Control allocated $10,000 for the 1949-50 
Fiscal Year assist financing the project. 


The Big Event 


Clear Lake, with its area almost 42,000 acres and 
volume over 850,000 acre-feet water, was treated 
September and 16, 1949. Six tugs, each pulling 
barges loaded with drums TDE emulsion base con- 
taining percent TDE, percent Triton X-100 
and percent xylene were used the project. The 
insecticide was applied through hoses gravity feed. 
Approximately 14,000 gallons the concentrate were 
used obtain dilution one part active insecticide 
70,000,000 parts water.

Increasing attention being directed the 
rence illness due new and hazardous 
chemicals introduced recent years the agricultural 
industry. During 1949 less than 300 
pational illness and one fatality involving agricultural 
chemicals were reported California. Although ma- 
jority these cases occurred agricultural closely 
related occupations, significant number illnesses 
among workers engaged the manufacture, 
formulation, and handling the materials. 

Table below lists the reported cases illness 
type chemical and occupation. Table breaks the 
information down into types disease, i.e., whether 
the involvement was systemic, eye, skin, other. 

The range chemicals causing poisoning reflect 
some the new developments agriculture. The or- 
phosphorous compounds represented para- 
thion and TEPP (tetraethyl pyrophosphate) caused 
many cases serious illness and one death. should 
not forgotten, however, that some the older ma- 
terials, such DDT, arsenic and nicotine, also are still 
being used and are causing trouble. 


Older chemicals harmful nature have been dis-

For example, several crops DDT, while 
tive eliminating some pests, also eliminated beneficial 
insects which were the natural predators others, 
therefore requiring employment the new organic 


phosphorous chemicals. 


Dangers Phosphorus Compounds 


Parathion and the other phosphorous compounds 
have presented new and urgent problems both agri- 
culturists and the medical profession. addition 
the common toxic such nausea, vomiting, diz- 
ziness and gastro-intestinal symptoms, these chemicals 
attack the enzyme cholinesterase. This enzyme normally 
inactivates acetyl choline and thus maintains the bal- 
ance between nerve impulse and muscular response. 

The result variety symptoms related over- 
stimulation the parasympathetic nervous system: 
muscle twitchings and spasms, convulsions, respira- 
tory distress and others. One highly specifie symptom 
often seen constriction the pupil, causing dimin- 
ished vision blindness. This can especially haz- 
ardous aircraft pilots spraying 


State Agencies Are Concerned 


Several state agencies are concerned with preven- 
tion poisoning agricultural chemicals. The De- 
partment Agriculture requires registration and 
proper labelling all poisons sold the 
State. Labels must name the active ingredients and

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give information antidotes and protective meas- 
ures. Certain regulations are also imposed with regard 
the time application the chemicals the crops 
related time harvest. Samples fruits and 
vegetables the market are analyzed for presence 
residues harmful chemicals. 

The Division Industrial Safety the Depart- 
ment Industrial Relations administers labelling 
orders they apply the handling chemicals 
the plants which manufacture and process them. 

The Bureau Adult Health the Department 
Health studies the exposures these chemicals 
men the factories and fields and advises pro- 
tective measures. Its laboratory has special procedures 
for the evaluation poisonings, such blood cholines- 
terase determinations, arsenic absorption and the like. 
Timely information toxicity and treatment dis- 
tributed physicians. 


Recommendations for Protection 


The general principles protection from danger- 
ous exposure are illustrated the following recom- 
mendations for protection against the organic phos- 
phorous 


Protect against absorption through skin eyes. 
Workmen engaged handling the chemical should 
wear complete protective equipment including gog- 
gles, natural rubber gloves, rubber overshoes and 
aprons. Clothing should washed before re-use. 
the skin contaminated, work should stop once 
and the person should wash thoroughly with soap 
and water and change clothes. contact with the 
eye irrigate with water thoroughly. Work- 
men should bathe daily after work and change 
clothes. 


Protect against respiratory absorption means 
proper exhaust ventilation the factory, 
means approved respirator the field air- 
eraft. Contact local health department Depart- 
ment Agriculture for information suitable 
respirators. 


Protect against absorption through gastro-intestinal 
tract avoiding contamination food, tobacco 
and water. 

All workmen whose occupation brings them con- 
tact with these chemicals should have medi- 
cal examinations depending upon the type 
chemical which they are exposed. Examinations 
should include the necessary procedures 
determine absorption. 


Continued research into such factors toxicity, 
levels toleration, and methods handling essen- 
tial new chemicals are developed and introduced 


the agricultural industry. Workmen actual 
with hazardous chemicals should made aware 
dangers improper handling, and should kept in. 
formed effective control methods. Research 
also work toward replacement hazardous 
with safe ones. Thus, control has two main 
research reveal dangers involved new 
and develop safe chemicals replace hazardous 
and (2) education the worker handle potentially 
dangerous chemicals safe manner. 


Polio Cases Are Lower This Year; 
Encephalitis Shows Increase 


Reports through the fourth week August 
that poliomyelitis cases California will 
tinue fall behind the incidence for 1949. This year 
739 cases were reported from April through the 
fourth week August, compared with 973 cases for 
the same period 1949 and 1,911 during the 
epidemic year 1948. 

the same time, rise the incidence encepha- 
litis has been noted. One hundred eight cases human 
infectious encephalitis were reported from January Ist 
through the fourth week August this year com- 
pared with only during the same period 1949. 
the basis cyclic trends reported cases 
encephalitis, increase 1950 not unexpected. 

Real difficulties differential diagnosis are being 
encountered this year because the rise the incidence 
encephalitis. the first three weeks August, for 
example, five cases first reported poliomyelitis were 
later changed Western Equine encephalitis the 
basis laboratory findings. One other case, originally 
reported polio, proved mumps encephalitis. 

California few cases encephalitis are reported 
all seasons the year. Since the term general 
one and the etiology cannot always determined 
clinically, the cases reported under this broad category 
probably are caused variety agents—some 
known and some unknown.

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State Joint Committee School Health 
Drafts Nutrition Recommendations 


Recommendations assist local school administra- 
tors developing nutrition program have been 
adopted the State Joint Committee School Health 
and approved Mr. Roy Simpson, Director, State 
Department Education, and Dr. Wilton Halver- 
son, Director, State Department Health. 

Like other work the committee, the statement 
school nutrition represents the thinking the two 
state departments. intended guide local 
agencies, not attempt dictate local policies. 


Recommendations School Nutrition 


School food services can justified only when they 
are considered the light the total educational pro- 
gram. The primary objective should provide 
pupils with nutritious lunch, and make the lunch 
program integral part the total educational pro- 
gram. 

order for the school lunch program most 
effective, the following recommendations are made: 


(1) The school lunch program important 
part the total educational program and is, 
therefore, the responsibility the school 
administration. Teachers, pupils, parents, cus- 
todians, and lunchroom supervisors and man- 
agers should share this responsibility. 

The school lunch program should closely 

correlated with program health, nutrition 

and social education. 

(3) Operation should nonprofit basis with 
emphasis wholesome food served cheaply 
possible order secure high percentage 
participation children. Insofar fea- 
sible and necessary, all costs legally permis- 
sible under the Education Code should paid 
from tax funds. 

(4) Only those beverages which have health and 
nutritional value should offered elemen- 
tary and high schools. 

(5) Such items fruits, dried fruits, nuts, plain 
unsweetened and ice cream should 
offered instead candy. 

(6) Where morning and afternoon service pro- 
vided, should limited fruit, milk, fruit 
juices, and should scheduled that will 
not impair the pupil’s appetite for his regular 
meals. 

(7) The dining area should supervised cer- 
personnel during the lunch period. 

(8) nutritious lunch, priced unit, should 
featured. 

(9) Special dishes provided for teachers should 
not the expense adequate lunch for

Tuberculosis Rates Decline 


increasing rate decline mortal- 
ity the United States has been recorded each 
the years since the close the war. 1948, there were 
43,833 deaths from tuberculosis (all forms) represent- 
ing mortality rate per 100,000 estimated midyear 
population, which was percent below the rate 33.5 
recorded 1947. The 1947 rate was percent below 
that for 1946 which, turn, was percent lower than 
the rate for 1945. 

The California rate for 1948 was 31.9 deaths from 
tuberculosis per 100,000 estimated population, decline 
9.4 percent under the 1947 state rate 35.2. The 
1947 California rate was 15.2 percent under the 1946 
state rate 41.5, which, turn, was percent below 
the 1945 state rate 43.5.

Attitudes and Health. minutes. (1949.) This film deals with 
minor forms maladjustment, shows importance attitudes 
and their influence health. shows some the common 
eauses anxiety among young people. Could used 
augment instruction mental health. Emphasizes prevention 
and avoids use technical terms. good discussion 
spring-board, and competent leader should present. 


Meeting Emotional Needs Childhood. (The groundwork 
Democracy) minutes. (1946.) This one series pro- 
duced the Department Child Study Vassar College. 
concerned with the kind attitude toward people and the 
sense community responsibility the child developing 
grows adulthood. While focus the child, 
the film goes back earlier experiences that have influenced 
him and suggests ways that parents and teachers may help 
meet the child’s needs for acceptance and security 
prepare him for independence, feeling competence, and 
ability contribute the group. Its use does not need 
restricted, but qualified discussion leader would advisable. 

You and Your Parents. minutes. (1949.) Stresses the impor- 
tance understanding between parents and children. The film 
shows that the process “growing away” from the family 
normal and natural one, and that children need given 
freedom and responsibility the basis real maturity, not 
just calendar age. For use high schools, colleges, and parent- 
teacher groups. suggested that person qualified handle 
discussion the emotional aspects adolescence present.
